made and the finance committee has 
been looking for some method of re­ 
ducing this interest. 
It was finally 
decided to issue bonds in the sum of 
$50,000 for the purpose of reducing 
this Interest aud extending the time 
payment. 
A resolution was introduced 
and 
adopted 
authorizing the mayor 
and 
city clerk to have prepared and offer 
for Fale $50,000 worth of the city’s 
bonds to bear interest at 
5 per cent. 
These bonds will run for 20 years dat 
ing from January 7, 1903, but w ill be 
redce«b»ble at any time the council 
may wreh to do se. 
A motion wa* also passed instruct­ 
ing the engineer and street committee 
to order the street railway company to 
proceed immediately with the filling in 
of their portion of the roadway at the 
new bridge at Dry Run. The city has 
now filled in on its side sufficiently to 
make a suitable driveway and the fact 
that the street railway company bas 
not done the same leaves the bridge 
yet in a very dangerous condition.

pany responded promptly. 
In a very 
short time after the lire fighters had 
reached the mouth of the mines and 
were attem pting 
to 
extinguish the 
flames, some of the firemen aud oth­ 
ers having rushed inside of the mines 
to ascertain the extent of the trou 
hie and to assist m iners entombed 
therein, a terrific explosion occurred 
and many miners and their friends 
were more or less injured. 
It is sup 
post'd that the mines caught fire from 
a defective electric light wire. 
Six 
bodies had been recovered up to 0 p, 
rn. last nigoi, and it is uncertain how 
many more ate dead, though it was 
known that there were several, per 
haps eight or ten men, still in tbs 
mines, uuleas they succeeded in mak 
lug their escape through 
the 
Tug 
river entrance. 
Twenty-five persons 
had been rescued, all more or less 
burned, some 
seriously and perhaps 
fatally. 
The injured were carried to 
their homes in wagons and all th 
physicians in Pocohontas had been 
busy attending the injured. 
One or 
two other explosions followed that of 
the early morning aud others were 
hourly expected. 
Tho mine was still 
burning and clouds of smoke were con 
stantly issuing from its mouth.
